Termination of the Pacific Coast rum-running industry, which 
has flourished here ever since the United States went dry, ap¬ 
peared to be in sight to-day, when the Canadian Government 
announced that it was taking drastic steps to prevent liquor 
smuggling. . 

The Treaty between Canada and the United States contains no 
provision that the Dominion will attempt to prohibit export of 
liquor to the latter county, says a dispatch from Ottawa. It does 
provide, however, that the respective Governments shall furnish 
information in regard to shipment of goods when it is suspeeted 
that they are to be smuggled. That provision is now being lived 
up to. Shipments must be bona fide and tiieir destination declared, 
and clearances will be refused when it is evident from the size and 
character of the vessel that she can not make the trip to tha 


That he was quite ready to 
fall in with any suggestion put 
forward by the city to secure a 
definition of his status on the 
1927 council that will remain 
unchallenged, was stated by 
Alderiuan-elect II.

Sup¬ 
porters of this view held that the 
city should arrange for a friendly 
suit against Mr. Litchfield, which 
would be a definite test of the posi¬ 
tion. with a court ruling to fall back 
upon at its close. The action might 
also serve to cryatalise opinion as to 
what the qualifications for city office 
should be. and might lead to amend¬ 
ments to the existing legislation to 
clarify the poattton. It was urged. 

Another view was that the city 
h«d atrwidy two opinions stating 
that the 1926 elections were In order 
an<l the candidates could he prop¬ 
erly seated. It was no responsibility 
of tha city to look Into tha qualifies- 
tlon of a candidate, but his own parr 
sons! affair, and every candidate was 
hedged around with personal penal¬ 
ties for an Infraction of the law. con¬ 
tended the same group. 

The advocates of the test case 
plan advanced the plea that such a 
suit taken at this time would serve 
to settle the question, which Is an 
annual one. and which has occas¬ 
ioned much misunderstanding in the 
past.

One or 
two of her statesmen and not a few of her news¬ 
papers emphasized this particular attitude, and Great 
Britain would have added her blessing to such a 
resolve if the Commonwealth had asked for it. be¬ 
cause Great Britain has built up her economic edifice 
by regarding her commercial relations with the rest 
. of. rha world as hard, and fast business and 
nothing else. " "•— 

It is not surprising, therefore, that the Australian 
delegates to the Imperial Conference should have 
made it known to the other Empire statesmen who 
gathered in London .that it is the intention of the 
Commonwealth to negotiate a reciprocity treaty with 
the United States in natural products. In several 
statements made by Sir Hugh Denison, who has 
~x lately arrived in the United States as the Common- 
/ wealth's special commissioner, the prospect of trad* 
development between the neighboring republic and the 
southern Dominion has been held out. No doubt 
Premier Bruce will make a few inquiries on his own 
account while.he is on this continent. _. UL j 

Any move which Australia might msike towsrth 
a trade arrangement with the United States would 
be of the utmost importance to Canada. This Do¬ 
minion is a competitor of the Commonwealth in nat¬ 
ural products and the terms upon which the latter 
might subsequently be able to increase her business 
with the neighboring republic would have a new 
bearing upon the policy which. at present governs 
* the interchange of these and other commodities be¬ 
tween this country and the country across the border. 
Canada already is reaping the benefit of the pact 
which went into operation between this Dominion and 
the Commonwealth fifteen months ago; but, while 
Premier Bruce says it is working extraordinarily well, 
there is a considerable body of public opinion in Aus¬ 
tralis which considers that wn are getting by for 
the best of the bargain. Whether this contention will 
influence the terms which may be embodied in an 
Australian-American Treaty—a bid to capture trade 
which many Australians think was denied them when 
the Imperial preference proposals were turned down 
in Britain in 1923—will not be known until the 
matter is brought within the realm of practical politics. 
None the less it can be assumed that the southern 
Commonwealth will drive the best bargain it can 
without regard for the elfect iu operation might have 
upon the — relations **»«ting between this 
country and our neighbor. 

This is the point at which Canada's interest in 
the proposal will increase. Out of a total value of 
exports from this country to the United States for 
the year ending with last October of $483,684,096. 
no lest than something like $132,000,000 was ac¬ 
counted for by the tale of agricultural and vegetable 
and animal products in which Australia might be able 
to compete successfully with us in the United Stales 
under a reciprocal arrangement. British Columbia, 
too. it vitally interested because the advantage this 
Province enjoyi in the Australian newsprint market 
migh t b* cut down by an Australian-American pact.

the opportunity op youth 

B y LENDING ITS SUPPORT TO THE 
Youths' Section of the League of Nations So¬ 
ciety in Canada the Older Boys' Psrliament now in 
session at the Legislative Buildings here is making a 
useful contribution to the cause of peace. 

Practically none of the young men who ere en¬ 
rolled in the groups associated with the Canadian 


Standard Efficiency Training movement were old 
enough to realize the tragedy of the last war while 
the conflict, was in progress*. Very likely still some 
of them have yet to grasp what it has meant to the 
world at large in a moral and material sense. But it 
is obvious from the nature of the discussions to which 
they art giving much thought and time that they all 
are seized with the vital importance of doing every¬ 
thing in their power to prevent a repetition of such 
a calamity. 

Nor should at be forgotten thft much of the future 
progress of the world, whether that progress be peace¬ 
ful or turbulent, depends upon the contribution which 
the youthful generation of the present day is dis¬ 
posed to make. There .is a bill before .the young.. 
men at the present session of their Parliament which 
is intended to authorize the Religious Education Coun¬ 
cil of British Columbia to take out a corporate mem¬ 
bership in the Youths' Section of the League of Na¬ 
tions Society in Canada. Although this may be little 
more than the customary formality, it is evidence that 
the thinking youth of the Province intends to pity 
its part in the cause of peace. 

The Older Boys' Parliament has an excellent 
opportunity to help to make the League of Nations 
Society in Canada one of the most popular of institu¬ 
tions among the ruing generation. Its members, all 
of whom are good public speakers, would find it 
simple to put themselves in possession of the essential 
economic facts which a post-war world is finding it 
so inreosisfortahlo -to. face. ..With these added to their ^ 
warm support of the world brotherhood movement, 
they would have a powerful argument that would at 
all times be reedy for use if international harmony 
were threatened in any serious form. 

The young men of the world today are the citi¬ 
zens of to-morrow. If they work for peace, peace 
will be preserved between the Cations. It is the op¬ 
portunity of youth. 

PLAIN TALK 

C ANADA'S MINISTER OF CUSTOMS, 
Hon. W. D. Euler, has made a plain statement 
in respect of lit|iist shipments from this country to 
points outside which will commend itself to the .Cana¬ 
dian people. He says that ships clearing Irom this 
Dominion with cargoes of intoxicating wares must 
prove beyond doubt that their goods have been landed 
at the port for whkh clearance was granted. On 
tother hand, where evidence is available thet 
clearance papers are made out for fictitious tripe, the 
liquor cargoes will be seized and dadared confis¬ 
cated as contraband under the provuions of the Cana¬ 
dian Customs Act \ 

Those exporters who are not able to prove what 
the Minister insists should be proven are breaking the 
law. If they are breaking the law. they are merely 
..I,mg for the sort of punishment which Mr. Euler 
says he intends to inflict. Canada may not be par¬ 
ticularly interested in the law. of the republic to the . 
South; but she has prosmsed to do everything m her 
power to assist a friendly nation to enforce an Act 
which prohibits the use of liquor in the general tense. 
But the Minister's statement also has reference to 
those cargoes of liquor which leave there shores only 
to come back again and be distributed in British Co¬ 
lombia against the law. This is an important point 
for us to remember.

The Older Boys' Parliament 
of British Columbia got down to 
atetive business last night with 
the passage of legislation which 
will guide boys’ work in the 
Province next year. 

Some of the moot Important legis¬ 
lation of the session. given its second 
reading lent night, provides for en¬ 
larging the scope of the Parliaments 
participation,.in the World Brother- 
heod Movement. The aim of this 
NsMatlon is set out as follows: “Ws 
realise that the future peace and pro¬ 
gress of this and other countries are 
dependent on a sympathetic relation¬ 
ship and understanding between the 
citizens of these countries—and that 
this can be assisted considerably by 
Intelligent study of youth movements 
and conditions in other countries." 

The bill authorises the Religious 
Education Council of British Colum¬ 
bia to take out a cor p or a te m ember - 
ship In the Youths' Section of the 
League of Nations Society in Canada. 
Another clause In the legislation 
commends to the various Trail 
Ranger and Tuxla groups the oppor¬ 
tunity of taking out affiliated youth 
membership in the organisation. Pro¬ 
vision Is made for the distribution of 
literature regarding thin new section 
of the league to all groups registered 
under the C.S.K.T- 
PLAN PROVINCIAL TOUR 

The Minister of International Af¬ 
fairs is empowered under the hill to 
arrange for a tour of the Province by 
British Columbia's delegate to the 
World’s Conference at Helsingfors, 
Finland, so that as many groups as 
possible may hear his message.

The Soldiers' Housing Scheme 
came In for criticism by the Saanich 
Council last night, when a Provincial 
Government account was presented 
for nearly $3,000. of which 18*0.61 
was for Interest on reclaimed Pro¬ 
vincial bonu*el to returned soldiers 
who had failed to keep their homes. 

Under the Housing Scheme ths 
Province granted returned soldiers 
1300 each toward the cost of their 
homes. When men fall to complete 
their purchases. *. the municipality 
wherein the houses are located loses 
this benefit. "When we make a loss 
the Government sees to It that the 
loss sHM hurt. It adds to the amount 
to be paid on each house." the coun¬ 
cil was informed. 

The council decided to allow tha 
Interest on these re imposed capital 
bonuses to continue to accumulate. 
There are at least seven cases In 
Haanlch where soldiers ha vs aban¬ 
doned their contracts. Rome of thesa 
date back to the earliest days of the 
scheme. 1819-10. Interest at five per 
cent on $ 2,100 has accumulated te 
$9*0*1 and In addition the capital 
payment due by Saanich Municipal¬ 
ity is larger than the returned sol¬ 
diers would have made to the Gov¬ 
ernment.
